RAILWAYS IN CHINA, 
FUTUHE PROSPECTS, 

The following extract is made from the 
report upow the trade of China for 1896, 
prepared by Mr Grosveyor, of the British 
Legation at Peking :— ' 

The year 1893 has witnessed a real: 
advance in the dircetion of opening up the 
country by means of railways. The line 
connecting Tientsin with the capital had, 
at the clase if the yeur, been completed to 
within thirty miles of Poking, and at tho 
present imoment trains are running to 
within half-an-hour's rido of the city gate. 

A beginning has already been made by 
the construction of the line from Peking 
to Lu Kou Chiao, a distance of some 
sixteen English miles, this being the first 
stago of tho railivay which ia to connec) 
the capital with the Yangtaze port of 
Haukow. Shdng Taotai, to whom the ar. - 
rangementa for the construction of the 
Peking-Hankow line fave been entrusted 
hy the Chinese Gevernmont, is endeavour. 
ing to raisy tho necessity capital, which 
will unqucationsbly have to be drawn from. | 
a foreign source, 18 the Chinese have prow * 
ed to be unable or unwilling to subscribe it,” 

Tho developarent of the country by means 
of railways can have none but beneficial 
results npen foreign commearca with China, 
but the adoption of pirticular western 
methods such as tho telegraph ‘has nob 
hitherto beon attended hy any revolution 
in the attitude of the Chinesa towards 
western idew or modes of thought, and in. 
the absence of othyr-indications, it would 
be easy to criggeraté tho importance of the 
moyenient in favour of railways as a sign of.
